That Chapter 6, Section 244. Use of area beside streets, of
the Revised Code of Ordinances 1990, as amended, be further
amended by revising subsections (a), (b) and (d) as follows:

(a) No person shall use the land area between the outside of
the city travel way (wrought way) for vehicles and the legal
limits of the public right-of-way on Winthrop Street between
the east side of Pleasant Street extended southerly to cross
Winthrop Street and Blaine Avenue except for the present city
sidewalks, pedestrian walkways to land of adjacent abutters,
right-angle driveways to land of adjacent abutters connecting
with a private driveway on the abutter’s property, ereseent
driveways for the benefit of abutters and as deseribed in
subseetieon {e)} belew: and previeusly appreved; existing
crescent driveways for the benefit of abutters, which may not
exceed fifty (50) percent of the land area between the legal
right-of-way line and the city travel way (wrought way).

(b) In any evert; Re mere than fifty {50) pereent of the land
area betweer the legal right eof way line arnd the eity travel
way {wreught way) feor vehieles abutting a preperty shall be
used for sueh purpeses by an abutter eor their ternarnts: Except
for, previeusly appreved; existing driveways and crescent
driveways which meet the 50% standard, driveways for use by an
abutter or their tenants " shall not exceed twelve (12) feet in
width on the land areas between the legal right of way y line
and the city travel way (wrought way) for vehicles.

(d) The ereseent driveways er Winthrep Street shall be
eonsidered driveways: Existing, previously approved, crescent
driveways on Winthrop Street shall be considered driveways.

BE IT ORDAINED, That the City of Augusta hereby implements an
inspection and compliance program for all multi-unit
residential rental properties having 4 units or more. For the
purpose of this ordinance, the City recognizes the federal
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) Section 8 Housing Quality
Standards as the housing standard by which units will be
inspected for compliance.

Multi-unit properties that have no more than 4 units and which
are owner-occupied are excluded from inspection.

Upon the completion of a random selection process, a Code
Enforcement Officer will contact the owner of record and/or
the occupant of individual dwelling units through written
correspondence stating the City’s intention to inspect
dwelling units. The owner will have 30 days from the date of
this notification in which to contact the Code Office and have
the inspection completed. Either the owner or the occupant may

allow the City access to the housing unit.

If the owner provides documentation to the City within 30 days
of notification that the unit has satifactorily completed a
HUD Section 8 inspection within the previous 12 months, the
City shall take no further action.

Items found to be in non-compliance with HUD Section 8 Housing
Quality Standards will be identified and the owner will be
provided with a report stating the findings of the inspection.
The owner will have 30 days from the date of the report in
which to bring non-compliant items into compliance with HUD
Section 8 Housing Quality Standards. Items that pose an
immediate risk to health or safety may be required to be
brought into compliance sooner than 30 days.

Violations of the City of Augusta Safe and Sanitary Housing
Code, resulting from the inspection of the units, will be
dealt with in the manner as outlined in the Code of
Ordinances.
